An Important Land Decision. 


WASHINGTON, Sept 4.—Secretary No- 


ble yesterday rendered a decision in 
the case of the Northern Pacific Bail- 
road Co. and the St. Paul & Duluth 
Railroad Co. vs. Amanda J. Walters. 
The case embraces: land in the reserva- 
tion sot apart under the treaty for per' 
manent homes of Chlppewa Indians, 
known at the "Mllle Lao reservation." 
The land office held that odd numbered 
sections of townships fell within the 
limits of the grant to the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Co. The secretary, in 
a long opinion, reviews the case and 
makes several amendments. He says: 


•The conditions of these lands sub- 


ject to the easement of the Indians was 
well and fully understood at the time, 
but was the cause of broad and perti- 
nent expressions. If these lands wero 
not free from claims or rights, they 
wero not withdrawn, or directed to be 
drawn for the companies. Certainly 
the lands in question were not free it 
law, or in fact. The Indians could nol 
be compoled to remove therefrom 01 
things were." 


Lists of selections as Indemnity em 


braclnir the lands were filed by the 
Northern Pacific In 1888, and by tho St 
Paul Co. in 1884, and the right of se- 
lection was denied by the local officers, 
from which action the companies ap- 
pealed. The seeretary says tho doc- 
trine that until selection is made, no 
title rests as to indemnity lands under 
grants of this character, has been set-

Another Test of 12-Inoh Steel Mortars. 


SANDY HOOK, N. Y.,,,Scpt ^-Offi-

Following is John Davis' letter: 


MB J. B Boms, Decatur, 111. 


My Dear Sir—Tour recent letter, kindly ask- 


ing me to be present at the meeting of oil set- 
tle™ ol Macon county has awakened In my mind 
a thousand recollection extending baok Into or 
earliest childhood. I was born In Sangamon 
county, within HI miles of the present city of De- 
catur. My lather and family moved to Macon 
county In; August, 1830, when I was but four 
years old. It was at the beginning oithe don- 
test between Uncle 8am and the Sao and Fox 
Indians (or the proprietorship ot the country, 
known as the "Black Hawk war." At that 
time the most prominent features of the region 
were the black, rich, untilted soil of boundless 
fertility, wide prairies of tall grass, green-luad- 
ed Jles, rattle makes,, prairie wolves and other 
concomitants of a new country, reeking with 
undeveloped richness and boundless natural 
resources. The forests of noble oaks were In 
their primeval vigor, and the paths through 
them were little trodden by white men. lathe 
mind of the practical pioneer, able and willing 
to meet the privations and hardships of a new 
country, Central Illinois was surely an eldo- 
rado. 


Our family settled aboutjfour miles east ol De- 


oatur, In the eastern margin of the Hangamon 
rlrer woods, with a great ocean ot prairie on 
the east, which to in; childish mind WM without 
limit. Our neighbors were lew aad far between. 
Two miles north ol our cabin was the Widow 
Kea, with a [family ot bachelor sons, who. In 
after years, were prominent actors In making 
the history ol the county. They were known 
then ana later as John, Bill and Bam Bea. The 
latter for several years was an ofnolalolthe 
county, known to every man who did business 
In the court house. Our flrst neighbor on the 
south was David Dayls, a lame man who stuck 
to his own home for 60 years and raised a large 
family. I saw the notice ol his death In the De- 
catur papers a lew years ago. ro the southeast 
and a little larther away was the claim opened 
by Mike Myers.tlie.oldest brother ol my mother- 
It was afterwards occupied by old John Florey, 
a soldier ol the American Revolution., and 
father ol about 20 sons and daughters 
The 


same place was, still later, occupied by Am- 
brose Oreenueld, whose wile was the youngest 
child ol the old soldier. While IIYin* IB our first 
home In Macon county we were not always 
alone 
We were often visited by hunters of1 


game, hunters ol lost animals and hunters of 
laud, and, occasionally, by a troop ot men look- 
Ing after the safety of the settlers. Thmewero 
usually about 60 In number and travelled on 
horseback, under command of Major Warnick, 
and known as rangers 
Major Warnick was 


atteiwards therlfi ol the county, and atone 
time It became his fluty, In these primitive days, 
to cowhide a couple ol horse thieves, by the re- 
spective names ol Beaman and Wyatt. He did 
his Job nicely, and the storyfol the pursuit and 
capture by James Flatt. ol riatt county, and 
others, the public whipping by the sheriff, and 
connected Incidents formed altogether a volum- 
inous folk lore at the winter n reside, and, In the 
minds ol the pioneers of'Maoon county, It was 
an Important event ol the wntury. 


The winter of (1830-31 Jwas known lor many 


years as "the winter of the deep snow." It was 
formed by two notable snow storms of about 
IS Inches each. After the snow had fallen to 
the depth ol about. three feet a sleet folbwcd, 
which, when Iroten, became a strong crust, es- 
pecially on the prairies, enabling men, dogs and 
light animals to walk on top ol the snow, Deer 
were very plentiful in those days and the snow 
vras vastly on the side ol the hunters In captur- 
ing them. On the prairie men, dogs and deer 
ran alike on top ot tho snow. But It was the 
habit ol the deer to run lor cover In the woods. 
There they plunged mldsldes Into the snow and 
could make no progress. The hunter, with a 
good dog, bad no trouble In capturing whole 
herds at a single hunt, frequently killing th»m 
with a butcher knlte only, without the use ol a 
gun. John Fhconlx In this way killed a herd of 
seven In one day and d reared them home on 
the snow. That winter ol the deep snow was 
very destructive to game ol all sorts, and old 
hunters agreed that deer and turkeys were 
nevei so plentiful afterwards as they wen be- 
fore. 


In the year 1831 my lather's family moved two 


miles south, to a claim that had been started by 
James Myers and which lor m»ny years, WM 
known as the old Joe Davis place, and after- 
wards WM the residence ol B. w. Davis, now

A mile or so cut of thM

"like boys In a January; thaw for skating." But 
earlv In the fifties the railroads cam*, and, 
strange to say, they passed the town of iDecatur 
on the same side and almost on the same lines 
that were marked out by the projectors of 1838 
The stage coaeh came In the forties, and the old 
horse mills gave place to water and steam mills 
for grinding grain and sawing lumber. Thus 
passed away the old days In central Illinois 
When we leave the forties and enter the fifties 
we enter modern times I could 011 many pages 
with reminiscences ol the thirties and forties, 
but I stop. I have emphasized that period be- 
cause there ate now left so few to apeak of It 
Jim Flnton, now of Dickinson county, Kansas, 
came to Illinois as early as 1837 He and hut 
son, son In-Iaw and grandson were among my 
warmest supporters In the last election 
There 


are several of our old Illinois friends living In 
my congressional district 


I have spoken more ol matters and things east 


ot Deeatur than In other parts of the county, or 
in the city Itself, because I think one should 
speak most concerning things ot which he 
knows most 


I wish I could be with you In your glorious re- 


union' I could then glre you an hour's talk 
that would mi our minds with the days and 
events that are gone, never to return But they 
were days well spent In laying the foundations 
of the best state In the Union, except Kansas. I 
close with stating that the men of Illinois havi 
also, largely, made Kansas what she Is There 
are more people In Kansas from Illinois than 
from any other state or country; and, uniformly, 
they rank among our moat Intelligent, enter- 
prising and valuable citizens. 


With a thousand good wishes and kindly re- 


gards for the brave pioneers of central Illinois, 
I stop my half-told story and bid you good bye.

AN OLD SETTLES. 


Mr. Jabez Oappa, ST., ot Mt. Pulaski, is 


attending the Atlanta fair every day. He 
was given a silver spoon Tuesday for be- 
ing an old settler. He is 96 years of age, 
and is remarkably sprightly for his years. 
He came to Illinois in 1819, and was in- 
terested with Judge Matheney and the 
other noted men who flourished at the 
time of William Henry Harrison. He 
was born in London in 1796, and came to 
America in 1817. He was one ot the first 
school teachers in Sangamou county, and 
taught bis second term in the old log 
court house m Springfield. He was later 
one ot the flrst merchants of Spnngfleld, 
and at one time owned the ground on 
which the tomb of Abraham Lincoln 
now stands. He waa one of the three 
founders ot Mt. Pnlaski, and was onoe 
recorder ot deeds when the oonnty seat 
was at Postville. For fifteen years he 
was postmaster at Mt. Pnlaski. Mr. 
Capps is truly a pioneer ot the very earli- 
est Illinois day and truly deserves the 
esteem he enjoys.—Bloomington Panto- 
graph.
